WHEREAS, one of the founders of the National Endowment for Democracy, Senator 

Brock was recognized by the Wall Street Journal as one of the chief architects of the World 

Trade Organization; and   

WHEREAS, in 1993, the National Academy of Human Resources awarded Senator 

Brock its highest tribute for outstanding life achievement in advancing human development; and

Washington and Lee University, before serving his country as a Lieutenant in the United States 

Navy; and   

WHEREAS, after his discharge from the military, Senator Brock became the vice 

president of Brock Candy Company in Chattanooga; and   

WHEREAS, founder and chairman of Brock Offices, a firm specializing in international 

trade, investment, and human resources, Senator Brock is a counselor and trustee of the 

Center for Strategic and International Studies (CSIS) in Washington, D.C.; and  

WHEREAS, this General Assembly finds it appropriate to pause in its deliberations to 

acknowledge and applaud Senator Bill Brock for his unswerving dedication to the people of the 

State of Tennessee and the United States; now, therefore,
